LONDON, Aug. 8.—Military opera- 
tions or preparations throughout Eu- 
rope are being carried on behind an 
impenetrable veil of censorship. There 
has been no telegraphic communica- 
tion between England and Germany 
for the past week. Only news from 
Berlin was received until then. It 
came via Washington or was brought 
by refugees, The cutting of the Ger- 
man-American cable destroyed the 
former source of information. 

Despatches have been brought to the 
Dutch or Danish frontiers and filed 
there, but the censors will allow noth- 
ing to go through of vital interest. 
Telegrams from france to Britain are 
liable to indefinite delay. They must 
bewritten in French and are severely 
censored even when in plain language. 
Telegrams the meaning of which are 
not quite clear to the censor are 
being stopped. There is occasional 
communication with Italy from 
London under the same conditions, bit 
telegrams take from 12 to 48 hours 
to get through. With regard to 
Switzerland, the same conditions pre- 
vail as with Italy, the censorship in 
both cases being doubled because des- 
patches have to run the gauntlet of 
the French censor in addition to the 
censor of the country of origin. 

Vienna Almost Cut off, 

Cables to Russia still are oper, but St. 
Petersburg, which was slow in putting 
the censorship in motion, now has es- 
t&blished it, and it is almost impossible 
to get through press dispatches except 
those filed by Russia's officia] agency. 

Vienna has been cut off from West- 
ern Europe almost completely for eight 
days. A few dispatches are allowed to 
go through to serve the purposes of the 
Austrian Government, but nothing about 
Servian operations is permitted. 

Some news got out originally through 
Italy from Servia, but now that the Rus- 
ans have taken direction of the Slav 
campaign that hole has been plugged. 

The Germans and Austrians managed 
the isolation of travelers so well t 
those who arrived here know nothing 
about military plans, movements or con- 
ditions. They even were prevented from 
opening car windows. Their trains were 
run mostly at night so they could see 
nothing. The German and Austrian 
press publish nothing & interest on the 
war, much less of any value. Com- 
munication by telegram from Belgium 
to London is under the same conditions 
as from France.

ARTIST HELD IN 
ENGLAND AS SPY 
51. LOUISAN 


Henry Aaron Mathes, who was arrest- 
ed in Sunderland, England, Thursday on 
the suspicion that he was trying to ob- 
tain information concerning the move- 
ment of British troops, is a St. Louisan, 
and the Post-Dispatch telegraphed to 
Senator Stone, at the request of Mathes’ 
brother, I. Mathes of 5380 Maple avenue, 
that he lay the case before the State 
Department. 

The prisoner is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. Mathes of 2023 Carr street. He 
is 32 years old, and game to St. Louis, 
his brother said, from Russia in 1892. He 
left St. Louis 10 years ago to travel, 
making sketches for newspapers and 
magazines. After working some time in 
Chicago and New York, he went to 
London and Paris. He had been in Lon- 
don about six months and wrote July 10 
to I. Mathes from 89 Brenock road, Lon- 
don, N., that as soon as he could collect 
money owing to him in England, he in- 
tended to return to America. 
Thursday’s dispatch from Sunderland 
said the prisoner had been making 
sketches for newspapers and that he had 
been arrested because be was making 
sketches of the docks and the drill hall 
where the soldiers are stationed.

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GERMAN ALLIANCE 
ASKS FOR SQUARE 
DEAL IN WAR NEWS 


NEW YORK, Aug. §8.—The United Ger- 
man Alliance, in resolutions made pub- 


lic today, calls upon the press of the 
country to accord “impartial and just 
treatment to all sides” in the European 
conflict, and condemns what it styled 
as the “attitude of certain portions of 
an English-speaking American press to 
spread impressions which lead to hatred 
of Germany and Germans.” 

The resolution absolves Emperor WII- 
liam from responsibility for the war, 
and attributes it to France's desire 
for revenge for the loss of Alsace-Lor- 
raine; Russia’s unappeasable appetite 
for world power and England's jeal- 
ousy of Germany.“ 

The alliance has formed an aid so- 
ciety to give financial help to families 
of German soldiers, and will start a 
similar movement among Germans 
throughout the United States. 

We feel“ says the resolution in con- 
clusion, “that shortly the world will 
be able to judge calmly as to the real 
causes of the awful catastrophe and 
that then Germany and its Emperor 
will be acquitted in a forum unin- 
fluenced by the clash of arms, by racial 
hatred, and national and dynastic inter- 
ésts; and we ask our friends throughout 
our beloved republic and the American 
lover of a square deal, to accord the 
German cause unbiased consideration

NEW REGULATION MADE 


Former Ruling, Put Forth by 
Commerce Department, 
Is Rescinded. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—New instruc- 
tions to collectors of customs designed 
to free commerce from all possible re- 
strictions, and still observe neutrality, 
were promulgated today. Under the new 
regulations European reservists will be 
alowed to sail for their home countries 
if they are not in uniform, do not carry 
arms and go as individuals. 

These instructions were designed with 
the idea that the responsibility and bur- 
den of deciding questions of internation- 
al law shall be passed along by collect- 
ors to the Treasury and State Depart- 
ments. 

They supersede instructions recently 
given without the knowledge of the 
Treasury Department by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, which affected re- 
servists and ships. 

President Wilson today issued a proc- 
lamation of neutrality to apply to the 
state of war between Austria-Hungary 
and Russia. It is similar in terms to 
those already issued. 

Sallings of Olympic. and Vaderiand 
Are Delayed. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—The White Star 
Liner Olympic, which was to have 
cleared from this port today with Brit- 
ish reserves, was held up indefinitely 
under receipt of ordérs from the British 
Admiralty. 

The sailing of the Red Star liner 
Vaderland, on which 1000 Belgian re- 
servists were booked for a British port. 
also was delayed. 

As in the case of the Olympic, the 
Vaderland’s sailing was called off by 
orders from the admiralty. No other 
explanation was given. Nothwith- 
standing her Dutch name, the Vader- 
land is a British boat, sailing from New 
York to Dover and Antwerp 

The order to hold the Olympic was 
received after she had been given 
clearance papers by the customs of- 
ficials and all preparations had been 
made for sailing. Approximately 500 
persons had engagea passage on her. 

Both British Ships. 

The Vaderland has a steerage capa- 
city of more than 200, about half of 
which was occupied by Belgian re- 
servists. The ship had been placed at 
the call of the Belgian Consul who es- 
timated every place in the steerage 
would be taken. Neither of the ves- 
sels was detained by customs officials 
and the postponement of their sailings 
was, it was said here, solely to changes 
in plans by the British Government. 

It was thought yesterday that there 
might be a hitch in the issuance of 
clearance papers due to the enforce- 
ment of the Government's neutrality 
policy, but today the customs officials 
announced that no attempt would be 
made to detain vessels carrying reser- 
vists. 


Five Other Ships to Sail. 
In addition to the Olympic and Vader- 


land, five other transatlantic liners an- 
nounced sailings for today, crowded 
with reservists. These were the Fabre 
liner Sant’anna, sailing for Marseilles 
with 1100 French reservists, referred to 
by the line as 1100 destitute French- 
men; the Columbia of the Anchor line, 
bound for Glasgow with her steerage 
overflowing, the Europa, sailing for 
Naples with 1600 Italians and Monte- 
negrins in her steerage and the first 
consignment of mail sent to Austria 
and Germany in several days; the 
White Star liner Adriatic for Liverpool 
and the Atlantic transport liner, Min- 
nehaha for London. The Minnehaha 
used chiefly for freight, had but 14 
passengers. All five vessels were given 
clearance papers. 

The Olympic’s passengers were trans- 
ferred to the Adriatic after the sus- 
pension of the Olympic’s sailing was an- 
nounced. The Adriatic sailed at noon. 
The Minnehaha sailed at the same 
time. 


PRESIDENT OF BANK AT

Tally was on his way to Rogers from 
St. Louis, where he had been for several 
days since the bank failure. He stopped 
in Springfield to confer with local bank- 
ers and was immediately arrested. Oth- 
er officers of the bank have been placed 
under arrest.

Organizations of the Federal Reserve 
Comimttee awaited today the swearing 
in of the members of the Reserve Board. 
Confirming of Paul M. Warburg of New 
York and Frederic A. Delano of Chicago 
by the Senate complete the new board. 
All the members of the board except De- 
lano are in Washington and indications 
were that Secretary McAdoo would be 
able to have the board sworn in to- 
day or Monday. The other members are 
Paul M. Warburg. W. P. G. Harding 
of Birmingham, Adolph C. Miller of 
San Francisco, Charles 8. Hamilton of 
Boston and Secretary of the, Treasury 
McAdoo and Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency Williams as ex-officio members. 

Every preparation has been made to 
get the board to work at once and it 
is probable that the actual organization 
and opening of the 12 Federal reserve 
banks can be arranged within a short 
time. The only step to be taken before 
organization can proceed is the selec- 
tion by the full reserve board of the 
“Class C'“ directors of the 12 banks. 
There are three of these for each bank 
and while there has been no formal 
conference as to the men to be chosen, 
it is generally underssood here that the 
matter has been under consideration 
for some time and that the selection 
will not delay the formal opening long. 
After the directors are chosen the 
banks will organize and open for busi- 
ness. 

Treasury officials have been anxious 
to. test the new system in the present 
situation and will put forth every effort 
to crganize promptly. The notes to be 
used in the new system have deen de- 
signed and probably will” be approved 
by the board at once, although if nec- 
essury the Comptroller of the Currency 
has the authority to go ahead with tncir 
printing. 

Confirmation of Warburg and Delano 
was preceded by a debate in the course 
of which a heated colloquy ensued be- 
tween Senator Bristow who attacked 
Warburs, whose nomination he opposed 
from the outset, and Senator Stone, 
which for a time looked threat ming. 
but finally subsided. Eleven Senators 
voted against Warburg, only one of 
them, Lane of Oregon, being a Demo- 
crat. Senator Bristow was the only 
one to vote against Delano. 


Liners Prepare to Leave 
New York, Risking Capture 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—The White Star 
liner Olympic was prepared today to 
brave the risk of capture by German 
warships by sailing from this port for 
Liverpool. Because of the probability 
of danger of capture her cabin was 
booked for only 150 passengers and her 
second cabin for 50, the majority of 
these and the 200 steerage passengers 
are British army volunteers. This is 
said to be the lightest passenger lis 
ever carried by the Olympic. The 
Olympic was given her clearance pa- 
pers yesterday by the customs officials. 

Other sailings announced for today 
included the Adriatic of the White Star 
Line, which will carry about 200 former 
British army forces and soldiers anxious 
to reach Belgium in time for service 
in the defense of Liege, and the Minne- 
haha of the Atlantic Transport Line, 
on which about 500 British volunteers 
have taken passage.

LITTLE MEAT 10 
BE EXPORTED; Het 
PRICES PREDICTED 


Warring Nations Expected to 
Get Supply From South Amer- 
ica That U. S. Needs.

CHICAGO, Aug. S. Chicago packers 
have ceased making prices on meats and 
provisions for export. They have re- 
ceived some orders for canned meats but 
cannot quote prices owing to the war 
risks insurance, which is in a condition 
of wide fluctuation and the failure of 
shipping facilities. 

It is the opinion of those conversant 
with the foreign meat trade that Europe 
will have to call on Australia and South 
America for the bulk of its meat im- 
ports, because the United States does 
not now produce enough for its own 
consumption. 

Possibility of a famine in this countty 
arises from the higher prices caused by 
the great demand in Europe for South 
American meat and the immense quan- 
tities shipped there, diverting the usual 
amount imported by this country. These 
conditions, packers, say, will serve to 
increase prices in the United States. 

“The foreign meat market is in a 
most chaotic condition,” said George 
Marples, manager of the foreign de- 
partment of the Cudahy Packing Co., 
today. “Lard is the only by-product 
that has not jumped in price. Tinned 
corned beef, which is the great meat 
supply by the European Governments 
for their armies, has gone up 50 per 
cent since the beginning of the war, for 
there is not enough to supply the de- 
mand. 

“England is pretty well protected in 
foodstuff lines if she keeps the seas 
open. France is an agricultural coun- 
try and can supply herself with most of 
the necessities; Russia can meet its 
own demands and also help England.“ 

F. E. White, a director of Armour & 
Co., said today: 

“Owing to the dearth of cattle in the 
last three or four years no packers in 
this country are carrying any great 
amount of stock. That means we have 
little with which to feed Europe's war- 
ring nations. 

“There has been a hardening of the 
prices in beef and pork since the war 
started, especialry in barreled beef, 
mess pork, short ribs, sides and tinned 
corned beef. Of the latter there are not 
more than 100,000 cans in the country 
right now and that is not sufficient 
for the home demand.”

Former Wife of Stock Broker 
Levies on Box and Money 
to Collect Alimony. 


A safe deposit box in the Mercantile 
Trust Co and money alleged to be on 
deposit in the trust company, the, Me- 
chanics-American National Bank and 
the Merchant's-Laclede National Bank 
were levied on by the Sheriff Saturday 
to enforce an alimony judgment against 
Harlow & Spencer, a stock broker, in 
favor of his former wife, Mrs. Olive P.

Spencer was present when the safe 
deposit box was seized.

At Ringkamp’s direction the 
box was sealed by an employe of the

The levy on the various bank accounts 
prevents Spencer from drawing out any 
money he may have on deposit in those 
places, 
In October, 1912, Mra. Spencer obtain- 
ed a divoree from Spencer with a judg- 
meht for $10,000 alimony in gross. She 
received $253.10 of the alimony by the 
sale of mining land belonging to her 
husband in Jasper County, Mo. She 
then brought suit for the balance and 
asked that Spencer’s ipterest in his 
father’s estate, which was inventoried 
at more than $500,000, be held subject 
to the son’s alimony debt. In this case 
Judge Grimm last January rendered a 
decision in her favor for $74.90. 
Spencer has not paid any of the bal- 
ance and Mrs. Spencer has been trying 
in various ways to collect it.

Street Commissioner Talbert and 
Emil N. Tolkacz Offered Im- 
portant New Charter Offices. 


Mayor Kiel announced Saturday that 
he would appoint Street. Commissioner 
Charles M. Talbert to the office of 


Director of Streets and Sewers, and 
Emil N. Tolkacz, member of the Hospi- 
tal Board, to the office of Director of 
Fublic Welfare, on Aug. 29, when the 
new charter becomes effective. 
Declinations were tendered Mayor Kiel 
Saturday, when he conferred with James 
F., Allison over the directorship of Pub- 
lic Utilities, and with Col. Martin J. 
Collins over the directorship of public 
safety. Both pleaded pressing business 
arrangements that would not permit 
them to devote all their time to the of- 
fices the Mayor tendered them. 

Collins is a Colonel on the military 
staff of Gov. Major, and if he became 
Director of Public Safety, would have 
charge of the Police and Excise Depart- 
ments if the home rule act of 1913 is 
not repealed by a referendum vote in 
November. He is vice-president of the 
Graham Paper Co. He was a Colonel 
on the staff of Gov. Hadley also, but 
ls a Democrat. 

Allison was a member of the Public 
Service Commisson appointed by Mayor 
Wells in 1900, and as chief of the en- 
gineering corps, performed most of the 
eld work in the Unite dRailways and 
Union Electric investigations. He was 
Inspector of Boilers and Elevators under 
Mayor Wells, and is a Democrat. 
After Collins and Allison declined to 
accept appointments, Mayor Kiel said he 
hed not made up his mind as to second 
choices for the two offices. 

The Mayor said he had received as- 
surance from Talbert and Tolkacz that 
they will accept appointment. : Tolkacz 
Twill have charge of the hospitals and 
other eleemosynary institutions as Di- 
rector of Public Welfare.

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“OSCAR WILDE AND MYSELF.” 
ORD ALFRED DOUGLAS, whose 

& name is notorious from having 

been linked with that of Oscar 

Wilde, has written a book, the purpose 
of which is to state the true nature and 
circumstances of the friendship between 
them. The details of his relationship 
with Wilde are set out, not by way of 
defense or apology, because he says he 
needs neither, but simply with a view 
to making clear in the public interest, 
and for the benefit of posterity, the 
true inwardness of Wilde’s character 
and writing. He takes the step, he says. 
as much for Wilde’s sake as his own. 

Although he says the purpose of his 
book is not to complain or rail against 
Wilde, Who for years was my close 
friend, and who, at one time in our 
friendship, held me fascinated by what 
I conceived to be his genius,’’ and al- 
though he declares that he is not con- 
cerned to deal with Wilde in other than 
u reasonable, critical spirit, he flays 
Wilde with great skill and little mercy 
for the viciousness of his life and the 
shortcomings of his writings. He de- 
nies emphatically having been guilty of 
any viciousness himself. He suggests 
that Wilde, lacking sanity, was not re- 
sponsible for the misconduct of which 
he was convicted. 

Wilde had, Douglas says, “a shallow 
and comparatively feeble mind, inca- 
pable of grappling unaided with even 
moderately profound things, and dis- 
posed to fribble and antic with old 
thoughts for lack of power to evolve 
new ones. It was a mind that was 
continually discovering with a glow that 
two and two make four or pretending 
tc discover with a much warmer glow 
that two and two make five. In every 
scrap that he wrote, leaving out, of 
poems, you will find this 
feeble, mediocre, but withal vainglorious 


instrument hard at work on the fearful 


business of saying nothing in such a 
way that foolish people will shout 
about it.“ 
Wilde’s sonnets, he declares, are char- 
acterized by ‘‘sententiousness, gran- 
dioseness and a labored classicism set 
forward with the help of an artificial 
rhetoric which at times is almost 
comic.“ 
He declares that Wilde teaches al- 
ways (flatly or by inuendo) that vice is 
at least more interesting than virtue; 
that insincerity is better and more to 
be desired than truth; that cynical care- 
lessness and indifference are more 
comely than kind feeling and altruism, 
and that the whole end and aim of life 
is to eat delicately, sleep softly and be 
as wicked and depraved as you like 
provided that you are wicked and do- 
praved in a graceful manner. 

One chapter is devoted to a challenge 
to Robert Ross, Wilde’s legal executor, 


‘to give his permission for the publica- 


tion by Douglas of the entire “De Pro- 
fundis’” manuscript, to be accompanied 
by Douglas’ reply, so that the world 
may judge between Wilde and Dos 
las. 

Douglas deprecates the Wilde vogue 
which is based, he says, at least in 
France and Germany, on his iniquities 
and not on his literary genius. He de- 
clares that anybody who, by so much 
as a word or a phrase, minimizes 
Wilde's vices or vicious writing in the 
name of art is not sufficiently alive to 
“the danger of one of the most scan- 
dalous movements that has ever excited 
and betrayed mankind.“ 

The book is of high literary quality 


and contains very little to which ex- 
4 ception can be taken on the score of 


good taste. (Duffield. )

T is something to write one of the 
six best sellers. It is six times 
something to write six best sellers. 
And when a writer of stories does that 
it may as well be admitted right off 
that he is some writer. Harold Bell 
Wright has done it. That is, he has 
five books in circulation that have, at 
one time or another, been in the best 
seller class and have been pretty con- 
tinuously in the big seller class, and he 
has written another, the sixth, pub- 
lished today, that is sure to be a best 
seller, partly because Wright's name 
is on the title page, partly because he 
has a hustling publisher and partly be- 
cause there are a great many people in 
the world who like the Harold Bell 
Wright sort of stories. 

“That Printer of Udell's,“ which ap- 
peared in 1903, is still selling, despite 
its undeniable crudity. The demand for 
‘The Shepherd of the Hills,” which 
brought Wright hie first great success, 
is unabated. The Calling of Dan Mat- 
thews,” in which the author carica- 
tured his own former calling, the minis- 
try, is still read despite the lack of 
that sweetness which compensates for 
other lacks in other of his books. The 
Winning of Barbara Worth’ is winning 
still, although a reaction from the pub- 
lisher’s over-exploitation was to be ex- 
pected, and Their Yesterdays” is doing 
very well. 

And now it Is “The Eyes of the 
World,” which the zealous publisher 
says is “the greatest novel yet written 
by the greatest author of this genera- 
tion.” There are probably a good many 
who do not think Wright is the great- 
est author of this generation and it is 
possible that some readers may find 
“The Eyes of the World’ less to their 
liking than some other things that 
Wright has done, but after making due 
allowance for the publisher’s exuber- 
ance, it remains to be said that the 
story will increase the fame and favor 
enjoyed by the author and the rewards 
which flow from fame and favor, which 
will in due season be divided between 
the author and the publisher. 

Wright has placed his latest story 
among the orange groves and the moun- 
tains of Southern California. There is 


7 man, of course, and a girl, of course. 


And the man is an artist, of course. 
And the girl is a merry little mountain 
maid transplanted to the town among 
the orange groves. 

There is another man, an author, a 
successful author, who despises him- 
self because he has won success by 
prostituting his talent to despicable 
uses, writing the unwholesome sort of 
stuff that he thinks a man must write 
if he would succeed. Not at all the 
sort of wholesome stuff with which 
Wright has won success, by the way 
And this author of the narrative, lack- 
ing the character to emancipate him- 
self, strives to keep the painter from 
wooing the same kind of success by 
painting for the eyes of the world. 

The girl helps and the painter paints 
the truth, whether it pleases the eyes 
of the world or not, and the story, 
as Wright tells it, is intended to strike 


a blow at present day tendencies in art 


and literature which he conceives to 
be evil. Tendencies, however, which 
do not seem to have been strong enough 
to prevent Wright getting by to the 
tune of several million copies of his 
wholesome books. 

The girl, Sibyl Andres, is more win- 
ning than Barbara Worth and quite 
as likable as Sammy Lane, even though 
the author, in drawing her, goes from 
the one extreme of making her, at one 
time, unbelievably ingenuous, and to 
the other extreme of investing her with 
a. facile idealism out of keeping with 
her native simplicity. 

The story has been constructed, quite 
obviously, with an eye to its drama- 
tization. It loses nothing by that ex- 
cept in the introduction of the character 
of Louise, an effusive creature who 
serves no purpose in the story but will 
do fairly well for a light comedy part 
in the probable dramatization of the 
story. 

After developing the story with sub- 
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dued artistry for considerably more than 
half its length, the author plunges into 
melodrama, as he has a way of doing 
in most of his stories. The girl is kid- 
naped and carried away into the moun- 
tains. There is an exciting pursuit and

lain, which meets all the melodramatic 
requirements. It is very good melo- 
drama, but it is more than likely that

Asia’s 
825,000,000 of people, in nearly 17,000,000 square 
miles of territory, will continue to have needs 
irrespective of Europe’s ability to meet them. So 
will the islands of the Pacific.

The war has destroyed trade conditions and 
trade relations to which the world had ad- 
usted itself for a hundred years. The neces- 
sity for an entire readjustment creates the 
chance to transfer world commercial suprem- 
acy in varying degrees from London, from 
Liverpool, from Antwerp, from Hamburg, 
from Marseilles; from Odessa, to New York, 
to Boston, to St. Louis, to Philadelphia, to 
Galweston, to Mobile, to New Orleans, to San 
Francisco. Ie this chance to pass without the 
most energetic and intelligent and resourceful 
effort on our part to utilize it? 

The State Department can do much by collect- 
ing pertinent information through its force of 
trained observers all over the world, now fortu- 
nately reorganized on a new basis of efficiency. 
The Pan-American Union can do much in the 
way. of suggestions as to the South American 
wants. Congress and the executive can do much 
through such temporary and permanent measures 
as will give us at the earliest practicable date the 
shipping to carry our goods. The Federal Re- 
serve Board will help by opening the way to 
organize American branch banks abroad. 

But the most that official action can do ‘is to 
indicate the location of markets and provide new 
ways of reaching them. The chief initiative must 
come from the business interests of the United 
States themselves. Nothing can make amends for 
indifference to opportunity and inertia on their 
part. Our own industrial preservation should 
prompt an immediate and effectual move. The 
closing of many ports in Europe is going to affect 
our sales abroad as well as South America’s 
We must seek new markets for manufactured 
goods in place of those no longer open to us. 

Fortunately, approved methods for catering ac- 
ceptably to foreign purchasers, particularly those 
of Latin-America, have been the subject of a 
campaign of education that has been in progress 
for some years now in this country. Expeditions 
euch as that made by a commission of the St. 
Louis Business Men's League, lately returned 
from the chief centers of the Southern Continent, 
have acquainted us with trade possibilities. If 
much was expected of that visit of our B. M. L. 
members, even under the conditions formerly pre- 
vailing, of how much greater value to St. Louis 
can it be made under the new and unprecedented 
conditions! i

OLOSED STREET CARS AND PANICS. 

Eight persons suffered fractures or painful 
bruises in a stampede in a closed Wellston car 
caused by the comparatively simple accident of 
a broken trolley wire and a burned-out fuse. 

The danger of panic following some trifling 
happening incident to the operation of a trolley 
system as large as St. Louis is, as the Post-Dis- 
patch has pointed out, greatly increased by the 
sense of confinement and helplessness which pas- 
sengeys have when locked in these closed cars. 
Undoubtedly they are being substituted for the 
ordinary type of cars in the belief that they are 
an ald in those safety-first“ measures we have 
so earnestly urged on the United Railways. If 
they are such aid, their continued use will be 
jnstified in spite of inconvenience and loss of 
time to passengers on whom the d®ors are closed 
inopportunely and in spite of public exasperation 
evidenced by the smashing of doors. 

But it is not certain that they are such an aid. 
In dozens of instances that can be recalled free- 
dom of egress from cars has assisted in mini- 
mizing injury in moments of peril at grade cross- 
ings and in collisions with street traffic. Instead 
of lessening trolley dangers, the closed cars may 
increase them. The possfbilities of panic are 
even more distressing than those of other perils 
and should be most painstakingly guarded against. 

No more cars of the closed type should be in- 
stalled until a thorough test has been made of 
those now in use. A public conviction as to their 
special danger would be followed by legislation 
under the police power of the Municipal Assem- 
bly which would make the cost of the new rolling 
stock wasted money. '

I would not think of leav- 
ing the Chicago club at a time when 
the other first string catcher was on 
the injured list. Since Archer's return, 
however, I have. heard nothing 
from St. Lonis.” 


Roger Willing to Sign.
